CONTINUOUS CULLING PAYS 


P oultrym en in Scott C ounty can 
increase the net income from their 
laying flock if a high rate of lay 
is m aintained by including in their 
m an ag em en t practices a co n tin u ­ 
ous culling program , says Tom B. 
Stroup, County Agent. 
Tests com pleted on feed con­ 
sum ption by the M aryland E x p eri­ 
m e n t Station show a five pound 
hen will consum e 65.3 pounds of 
feed ju st for body m aintenance 
alone. Feed consum ed above this 
goes for egg production. T hese tests 
show th at a five pound hen p ro ­ 
ducing 100 eggs per year required 
9.6 pounds of feed per dozen eggs, 
w hile a hen producing 200 eggs 
per y ear required 5.6 pounds of 
feed per dozen eggs. If the poultry 
ration was costing $4.50 per h u n ­ 
dred, 
the 
hen 
laying 
100 
eggs I 
w ould have a feed cost of 43.2c per 
dozen eggs, and then hen laying 
200 eggs a feed cost of 23.2c per 
dozen eggs. 
Feed prices are also higher than 
any tim e during the past few years. 
This m akes it additionally im p o r­ 
tan t to m aintain a high rate of lay. 
By observation and practice one 
can soon learn to easily pick out 
th e nonpaying hens in the laying j 
flock. It is a good bet th at those 
hens th a t spend most of the day 
on the roosts are not the high p ro ­ 
ducers. These hens usually show 
a small, dull com b and carry a lot 
of yellow pigm entation in the skin, 
beak and legs. 
C ountry Agent Tom B. S troup 
says th a t a com plete culling guide 
m ay be obtained by any Scott 
County poultryman- at the C ounty 
Extension Office in Benton.

Here is the smallest o f o u r Natio n al

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. — The 
1952 continental migratory water­ 
fowl inventory conducted earlier 
this month reveals that a eonsid- 
eral number of ducks and geese 
are wintering in Missouri this 
year. A total of over 200,000 wa­ 
terfowl were counted by biologists 
and field men of the Conserva­ 
tion Commission cooperating with 
other agencies. 
Commission 
Biologist 
Harold 
Terrill said that the Commission’s 
program of providing good stop­ 
over areas such as Trimble and 
Fountain Grove wildlife areas, to­ 
gether with the mechanization of 
agriculture, 
have 
changed 
the 
wintering habits of the birds. Me­ 
chanical grain harvesting leaves 
much more food scattered on the 
ground, while wintering areas give 
refuge to the birds. 
The large 
waterfowl refuges have exerted a 
strong influence on the migratory 
habits of waterfowl. Over the 
years there has been an increase 
in the number wintering in the 
state. 
Terrill pointed out that at Trim­ 
ble wildlife area, 8,000 birds were 
counted, and at Mingo national 
wildlife refuge about 75,000 birds 
were found, all of w'hich w'ould 
have been further south had those 
newly established areas not been 
available. 
Mild weather at the time of the 
survey Undoubtedly had something 
to do with the large number cen­ 
sused, since there is movement 
north and south, of waterfowl, 
following the action of the weath­ 
er.

Well above M ars is A rcturus, 
principal star in the constellation, 
Bootes. A rcturus is 38 light years 
aw ay and is one of the largest of 
the bright stars. It is called a 
giant runaw ay star as its position 
am ong th e other “ fixed stars” is 
changing m ore rapidly than most. 
This is only apparent over a long 
period of tim e; A rcturus moves 
about one-eighth of the diam eter of 
the Moon every IOO years. 


The constellation, Bootes, is of­ 
ten called the B ear D river as it 
seem s to be driving the Big Bear 
(U rsa M ajor) across the northern 
sky. Ursa M ajor is m ore com m on- | 
Iv called the Big D ipper because of 
the pattern form ed by its 6 p rin ­ 
cipal stars. Beginning at the end 
of the handle of the Dipper, they 
Mr. and Mrs. Wm.

M erak, and Dubha. Near Mizar 
is a dim star called Alcor. The two 
are often called the Horse and 
R ider. In olden tim es the ability 
to see Alcor was considered a sign

Planting T im e!” Schedule Sponsored by 
Horticultural Leaders. 


When should your garden be 
started? 
Are you always late in 
making plans and sowing seed? 
To provide a trumpet call for gar­ 
deners throughout America, the 
American Horticultural Council is 
sponsoring an alarm clock schedule 
that will begin sounding in the south 
and follow the sun as it travels 
northward thawing out the ground, 
and releasing the energies which 
winter has kept locked up. 
This schedule is called ‘‘Planting 
Time!” and is intended to serve in 
lieu of a national garden week. The 
great variations of climate in the 
United States have made it imprac­ 
tical to observe one week through­ 
out the country, for a gardening be­ 
ginning. On the basis of U. S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture records the 
country is divided into zones, in 
each of which the average date of 
the last killing frost in spring is ap­ 
proximately the same. 
One month before this date is se­ 
lected ss the time for "Planting 
Time” In that zone. Seeds of hardy 
varieties may be sown; hardy plants 
may be transplanted; tender vari­ 
eties may be started under protec­ 
tion, and merchants of garden goods 
should make these available to their 
customers. 
Since it is considered impractical 
to divide a state into several zones, 
each state has been considered as a 
unit, and assigned a date for the be­ 
ginning of ‘‘Planting Time” which 
represents the average climate of 
the whole state, although it may not 
be exactly right for either the earli­ 
est or latest sections of the state 
area. The dates assigned to the vari­ 
ous stales on this basis are as fol­ 
lows: 
January I—Florida. 
January 15-Alabama, Georgia, 
Louisiana. Texas. 
February I—Arkansas, Califor­ 


nia, Mississippi, Oklahoma, South 
Carolina. 
February 15—Arizona, Illinois, In­ 
diana, 
Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Maryland. Missouri, New Mexico, 
North Carolina, Ohio, Oregon, Ten­ 
nessee, Virginia, Washington, Wash­ 
ington, D. C., West Virginia. 
March I—Colorado, Connecticut, 
Delaware, Idaho, Maine. Massa­ 
chusetts, M ichigan, 
Minnesota, 
Montana. Nebraska, Nevada, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, 
North Dakota, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island. South Dakota, Utah, Ver­ 
mont. Wisconsin, Wyoming. 
Planning must precede the actual 
planting of garden seeds in the open 
ground. Varieties which grow slow­ 
ly and cannot survive freezing must 
be started under protection weeks 
before it is safe to sow seeds out­ 
doors. Both these activities are part 
of garden planting and unless they 
are undertaken before it is warm 
enough for outdoor ga ’ening, you 
will just be late again, as usual. 
That is why the Planting Time 
schedule wakes you up early, so 
you can get your plans made and 
your tender seeds started, and be 
ready to spade up the garden as 
soon as the season for this opera­ 
tion rolls around. 
The dates on this schedule are 
not too early. They are later than 
you may think. Days pass swiftly 
as winter fades out and spring be­ 
gins. You will have plans to make, 
meetings to attend, reading to do 
in preparation for your garden proj­ 
ect. So make a note of Planting 
Time for your state, and get busy 
when the signal sounds!

“ At the same time, we should 
recognize certain limitations. Our 
accident record can be greatly im ­ 
proved, especially as regards the 
loss of life in motor vehicle ac­ 
cidents.

thousand cases of tuberculosis dis­ 
covered each year in the accele­ 
rated, campaign for eradicating the 
disease.

The March Skies 
By Bailey R. Frank 
Mars, rising earlier each night, 
is in the constellation, Libra, be­ 
tween Spiea and Antares. Its east­ 
ward movement among the stars 
comes to a halt near the end of 
March and it then begins to move 
backtoward Spica. Its brilliance is 
now increasing 
noticeably from 
week to week and it will be less 
than 65 million miles from the 
Earth on March 31. Last March 
Mars was over 200 million miles 
aw ay and too dim and too near the 
Sun to be seen. 
Well above Mars is Arcturus, 
principal star in the constellation, 
Bootes. A rcturus is 38 light years 
aw ay and is one of the largest of 
the bright stars. It is called a 
giant runaw ay star as its position 
among the other “ fixed stars” is 
changing -^OiC rapidly than most.

To provide a trum pet call for g a r­

throughout 
America, 
the 
American Horticultural Council is 
sponsoring an alarm clock schedule 
that will begin sounding in the south 
and follow the sun as it travels 
northward thawing out the ground, 
and releasing the energies which 
winter has kept locked up. 
This schedule is called “'Planting 
T im e!” and is intended to serve in 
lieu of a national garden week. The 
great variations of climate in the 
United States have m ade it im prac­ 
tical to observe one week through­ 
out the country, for a gardening be­ 
ginning. On the basis of U. S. De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture records the 
country is divided into zones, in 
each of which the average date of 
the last killing frost in spring is ap ­ 
proximately the same. 
One month before this date is se­ 
lected as the time for “ Planting 
Tim e” In that zone. Seeds of hardy 
varieties m ay be sown; hardy plants 
may be transplanted; tender v ari­ 
eties m ay be started under protec­ 
tion, and m erchants of garden goods 
should m ake these available to their 
customers. 
Since it is considered impractical 
to divide a state into several zones, 
each state has been considered as a 
unit, and assigned a date for the be­ 
ginning of “ Planting Time" which 
represents the average climate of 
the whole state, although it m ay not 
be exactly right for either the earli­ 
est or latest sections of the state 
area. The dates assigned to the vari­ 
ous states on this basis are as fol­ 
lows:
